bitterly, like Hezechia: Achab can put on ſack-cloth, like 
Atordecay; and Sant canconfeſſe 1n word I haxe ſinned as 
well as Danid: yet neither Eſau, nor Achab, nor Saul was 
Tnaperfet man: and why? becauſe none of their hearts 
were perte&tin the ſight of the Lord; ſuch hypocrites are 
the greateſt enemicsto the Church,and truth, yet they will 
{eeke protection both from truth and Church : Soe Cel/s 
and eLntiphen writing againſt thetruth, entitle their trag- 
2Ocigen' con. *{e, the booke of truth*. Soc Romer Profclites vnder the 
traCellum, nameofthe Church, oucrthrow the Church: LZeotelsthem 
b Leogep. 83, truly Pcclefie nomine armamins, & contra eam dimicatss: 
Such men make conſcience &iuſtice the greateſt martyrs in 
the world;the greate man indoing milchictc, pretendes ju- 
Rice, the meane man alwaies coſciencc:God &a good.cofci- 
ence are pretended on alſides : thus making good Luthers 
cLutherin 3, Prouerbe, © In nomine Domint incipit omne malum, In the 
adColl, name of Godthey Chriſtcn all their ations. But God is the 
God of truth, and lones trueth inthe inward affections, 
therefore ſuch hypocriſie muſt needes bee an abomination 
vnto him, it oftends him, it gricucs his ſpirtt,and at laſt it 
ſhall gricue the ſoules of them whoare the authors of it,for 
it ſhall ſpoylethem of inward joy,and peace of conſcience

doubting,in Peace of ſecurity free from finall falling, inPeace 
ef conſcience free from defpairing . in peace of death free 
from labouring,and ( which is aboue all) in the Peace of God 
which paſſeth all vnder landing. 


The Sermon ts done for the inſtruttion of the lining, it now 
beginnes for the honour and commemo- 
ration of the dead. 


T hath beene an Auncient cuſtome in the Church of God' 
for the Fathers to honour the deaths of Gods Saints, 6y gi- 
ning vnto them their juſt and:due praifes., that the Lining:

doſima honour'd by $. Ambroſe;thus was Athanafrur honor'd 
by Nazianzene; thus Marcella honour'dby S, Hieroms, and: 
AMalachy & Gerrard by S. Bernard. And yerſuch hath beene- 
the ſhameful abuſe of this Auncientcuſtome in the Church.

out the ſcandall and aſperfion of flattery,. roſpeake of him, 
the hiſtory of whoſe Life anddeath cals for a Lizie rather 
then a Florns,and fora Demoſthenes rather then for a Phoci- 
e:andyet I ſhallremember on what holy groundI ſtand,& 
in whoſe preſence ſtand ; inthe preſence of menand An» 
gels, & whichis moſt of all, inthe preſence of the Almighty 
Who ſcarcheththe hearts & —— inſuch RN I

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willingly calleuill good, & apparell Vice in the Liverie of 
Vertue,then let my tongue cleane to the roof of my month: But 
fin ſucha preſence /ſpeake the truth,T lye not, my conſcience 
bearing me witneſſe in the Holy Ghoſt,thenlet ſuch a preſence 
witnefle with mee, thatour Honoxrable and right Chriſtian 
Lord was nh and wn, The perfect and vpright man 
incuery ſenſe and interpretaticn we haue made of him. 
Theperfe& man in our firſt ſenſe or interpretation, is the 
man who hath reſpe&tto all the Commaundements of God, 
not allowing himſelfe inthe breach of any one ofthem: And 
that hee had ſuch a reſpe&t to the Commaundements of 
God 
AppearesF I In his loue to Ged. 
2" In hisloue to his Neighbour. 
Hisloue to God appeared firſt by the exerciſe of his deyoti- 
onand religious duties both in publique and priuate , mor- 
ning & euening. Secondly, in the great incouragement & 
countenance he gaueto the Miniſters of God, by hearing 
them w:th a great deale of attention, diligence & piety, by 
conferring with them with a great deale of devotion & hu- 
manity, & by his curteons viage of them, & feeding them 
like good Obadizah alwayesat his owne table with his chil- 
dren. And laſtly,by hisbuilding, beautifying and adorning 
the Houſes of God where he liued- and his exemplar libera- 
litic towards the Houſesof Learning, being one of the firſt 
that gaue his free will offering towards the building of the 
New Schooles in his Mother Vniverſitie. His loue tohis 
Neighbour appeared in reiccuingthe poore. He made his 
Houſe an Hoſpitall, giuing euery Monday morning, bread, 
drinke, and money to 15 poore falkes of the neighbou- 
ring Townes,beſides his charitable Almes at good Times, 8 
his continuall reliefe of rhem at hisgate,he was a goodLand- 
Lordto his Tennants, inſfomuch that whenone roll him hee ' 
knew not how to lett his Land, ſetting it at ſo low a rate, his 
anſwer was, that hee had rathera hundred ſhould{gaine by 
him,thenthat one ſhould cry out that hee had vndone him. 
Hee 
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Hee was a kinde Maſterto his ſeruants, providing for thoſe. 
that ſerued him faithfully,thatthey might liue plentifully in 
their old age,whenthey were not ſo well able to ſerue. In- 
quieting & ending of differences among the richer, wherein 
he was happie, that none deſired toappeale from, or went 
away diſcontentedat his ſentence.Diuerſe of his friends tru- 
ſted him with their whole eſtates, & withthe education of 
their children, and he cuer performed the truſt repoſcd in 
him carcfully and punAually. | 

In our ſecond ſenſe & interpretation, the perfe&t man was. 
the innocent man, that wr ongs no man, oppreſſeth no man, 
defraudesno man : and then whom hath our perfe& 
man harmed , whoſe aſſe hath he taken? as SamnePs 
iuſtification runnes on;nay how many oxen hath he giuen at 
his gates ? 

Conſider Our perfe& man inour third ſenſe or interpreta- 
tion for the ſimple and plaine dealing man, and then with: 
whom hath our perfe& man dealt double? His plainefle 8& 
truth ſought no corners, viedno xquivocation, no mentall 
reſcrvations,as ſtarting holes, (that's a guiſe peculiar to Ro- 
mane Froſclites: ) his plainefe feared no colours, nor hid it 


ſclfe vnder the coppy of a fained countenance: no, hisrule 
was the olde & Proverbiall rule, Qs vadir plane, vadit ſane, Provas ath 


he that walkes plainely, walkes fately, and inthe end ſhall 
dye (as our perte& man did) Peaceably.. 


Laſtly,take our perfect man in our laſt ſenſe or interpre-- 


tation, for that man who is Integer vite ſceleriſq; purns,a man 
of integrity of heart,vprightnefle of life and converſation, 6& 
then what ſhall we ſay of him whoendeay oured rather to be 
good indeed before God,thento betaken onely,or thought 
to bee good before men? who iudged zeale by truth in's tn- 
ward aftections, deſiring to approue himſelfe to Godin the 
witnefle of a goodconſcience.. Now wee may indgeofthe 
Conſcience,of the truth of the trees by the fruites, & a good 
tree is a good man, which brings forth good fruites;& theſe 
good frultsare good workes,andthen Idare,be bold __ 
claime.

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claime to the world that our perfe&t man was a good man 
becauſe he was fruitfull and rich in =_ workes. 

And as hee was thus and all theſe waies a perfe& 
man, perfe& in regard of .innocencie, perfe& in regard 
of harmelefſe ſimplicity , ;perfc in _ of integr- 
ty, and perfet.in regardoft the miſtery of godlineſle, and 
Auing points of diuinity. Solikewiſe, was hea perfetfF man 
inregardof many arts & ſciences, the hand-maides to that 
Queene and miſtreſſe.; And for his skill.in Anticuities, 
armes, alliancesit was ſingular . And for his perfe&ion in 
Politicall and ſtate affaires, that appearcd tothe world, as 


.oftenas hee was called tothe grearCouncell ofthe King- 
.dome,wherein hee labouredfor the publique,impluying his 
beſt indeauours to aduance the good of the King and King- 


dome, which he cucr thoughtto haue1o ſtrict a relation, that 
the good of the one could not ſubfiſt without the good 
of the other: andit pleaſed -God fo to bleſſe him, that both 
the King and Kingdome had a gootlopinion ofhim. Our 
late SoueraigneKing James of happy memory thought ſoe 
well ofhim that k-1mployedhim inan honourable Embaſe 
ageto a forraine Prince, wherein hee ſerued his MY with a 
Lreat deale of loyall affe&tion,and was wellaccepted onboth 
S. 


Andas he hadafull meaſure of knowledge in theſe things, 
fo did hee abound in underſtanding and perte&tionof Occo- 
nomicall buſineſſe, which firſt appeares vnto the worldin 
the educations of his ſonnes, which was like themſclues ve- 
ry honourable inthe Vniuerſities, ſchooles oftruelearning, 
and ſound religion, whoſe profictencie there, both honou- 
_ themſclues and fitted rhem for imployment.in kigher 
Places. | 
F Secondly, as his wiſdome and vnderſtanding appeared 
intheir educations, ſo it ikewiſe was conſpicuousin their 
honourable marriages: for the ſon of his r1ght hand which 
ſucceeds him in his chaire of honours (and long jmay hee 
enioy it toGods glory,the houour of his houſe and country

I cannot name theſe religious families without ſome deno- 
tion, and therefore my prayer for themall 1s, thatthey may 
continue long in honour, that they may lue inthe ſeruice 
and feare of god,and dycin his fauour. 

But toreturne to their honourable Father and our right 
noble Lord, whoas he wiſely diſpol'd of all things concer- 
ning their eſſe & bene eſſe inthis life: ſo likewiſe inthe ſame

It was his great wiſdometo make a carcfull frugality the 


fuell of his continuall hoſpitality, which hath honoured 
Spenſers familicand race in many generations ſucceſſiuely: 
it wasareceiued rule in his Oeconomy, that a man might 
better keepe a conſtant good houſe, then an vnconſtant 
vaine pleaſhnre. 

The laſt thing wherein his vnderſtanding and perfe&tion 
appeares in theſe matters, is the well ordering and gouer-

Hee was an vpright or juſt man many wates, and yetnot 
the firſt way Kar? qvan, according to nature, for ſoc no man 
was Eucr juſt ſince the fall of Adam: but hee wasan vpright 
and juſt man x#=9#=,,acccrding to the judgement and opi- 
nton of men,as was Samuel. Againe, he was an vprightand 
Juſt man «-we zpezi04,according to purpole and .truc ende- 
uour: for with Saint Pax he forgot the things which were 
behind,and] reacht forth to the things whichare before,and 
preſſed hard toward the marke forthe price of the high cal- 
ling of God in Chriſt Icſus. 

Laſtly, he was an vpright, or tuſt man Kerwnonir by the Im- 
putatio of Chriſts righteouſnes, which gaue himan intereſt 
tothat royall blood whichismthe perſon of Chriſt , and 
makes him both tobeanheireof theearth, 8 to haue a title 
of inheritance vnto heauen. 

Thus ye ſee wee haue found him to bee the vpright-man 
many waies, and diſcouer'd him to bee the perte& man in 
ſeuerall conſtruftions,according to which perfeneſle and 
vPright dealing,God for his tructh ſake bleſſed him with a 
goodly inheritance and pleaſant paradize, wherein in grew 
1n abundance the Apples of Peace, which now weare to ga * 
tber in the laſt place. .

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His very firſta(his priuate acknowledgment of Gods 
reat mercy for his ſafe arriuall there being made ) was to 
fend for a neighbouring miniſter, (hauingleft his houſhold 
Chaplain at his manſion-houſe to waite on's office with the 
moſt of his family) whom hee earneſtly deſires tocontinue 
with him during his abode ther,morning & cuening to pray 
with him, & to praiſe God for him;that was indeed the be- 
haujour, methode & guiſe ofhis deuotion, throughout the 
whole courſe of his {ickenes, like good Hezekiah when hee 
was ſicke,topray vnto God, and when hee began toamend 
to praiſe God or giue thanke vnto him. 
Thenext a& of his (which dothpreachto the world his 
religious end ) wasa gracious meflage hee ſent to a neigh- 
bouring miniſter ,an auncient acquaintance of his, whom 
notwithſtandipg his profefſion hee godlily exhorts to pre- 
pare himſelfe,as he did for heauen, intreating him withall 
to remember him in his daily prayers,promiſing to doe the 
fame for him in his continuall deuotions. And whilſt his 
Catholicke charity and deuotion thus ſpread themſclues on 
others, was he vnmindfull ofhis own cauſe?No; he powres 
forth his complaints and, ſupplications for his Gods afſj.

Saintesand Angels ready prepared torecelue his immorrall 
ſoule with all ioyfulnefle into their manſions of blifſe and 
happineſſe.
